The frst section provides that whenever 
eati.feetory evidence shal) be presented to the 
President that Missouri has throngh her Leg- 
lolature, or other properly constituted sathor- 
ity, adopted an ordinance for gradual or imme 
diate emancipation of all slaves ty the State, it 
shall be his duty, with the assistance of the 


Bcoretary of the Treasury, to propose and de- 


liver to the government of Missouri, to be 
used by said State, to compensate for incon- 
venlepece produced by such change of system, 
twenty-five millions United States six per 
cent thirty year bonds. 

Provided said bonds shall not be delivered 
unlees the act of emancipation le adopted by 
the State within eighteen months after the 
passage of this act, por unless sald act shall 
provide that slavery shall forever cease in the 
State before or on the 4th of duly 1866. 

The ond section provides that in case 
the act of emancipation be adopted by the 
State, it shall provide for the perfect manu- 
miselou of all slaves im the State before the 
4th of duly, 1966. The President shall case 
the whole amount of said bonds to be détiv- 
‘ered lmmediately on the passage of said act. 

Should it provide for the termination of 
‘slavery date later than the 4th of July, 1566, 
then said bonds shall be delivered in four 
equal Instullments, dating from ite passage, 
to such time as fixed for the termination of 
aver. 

The third section provides that om the pas 
sage of the law by the State aceepting the 
provisions of thie act and adopting a hw for 
the ultimate extinction of slavery, the faith of 
the United States and of said State will be 
pledged to carry out the terms of compact, 
and should the State of any time after having 
received amy bonds again introduce stavery or 
tolerate it contrary to its act of emancipation, 
the State shall refund te the United States 
both principal and interest : 

Provided that nothing herein shall prevent 
# State from making any desired changes in 
emancipation not conflicting with this act or 
lengthening the time of exclusion of slavery.

At 10 elock last night, Col. Mizener. com- 
manding the cavalry divieion during the tem 
porary absence of Col. Dickey, ordered the 
ist and 3d brigade to be in the saddle by7 
o'clock, and proceed directly to Coffeeville. 
I imagine thie movernent l- not made so much 
with a view to permanently bolding the po- 
sition, as to cover another demonstatlon made 
in the direction of Paris by Col. Hatch of the 
2d brigade. 

Col. Mizener’s brigade took the main Cof 
feeville and Water Valley road, while Col. 
Lee's column entered by the Panola and Oak 
land road. Another column will probably 
arrive this evening from Paris. We met a 
rebel fag of truce Ove miles north of Coffee 
ville, with dispatches from Gen Pemberton 
at Grenada to Gen. Grant at Oxford Of 
course ita progress further north was siayed, 
and it wae compelled to return.
